2. Citations and explanations 

The invention relates to a pallet intended for no-return use 
and a method for constructing such a pallet. The claimed 
pallet construction involves a good bearing capacity, 
materials that are possible to recycle and a four-way 
handling. 

The pallet and method according to claim 1 and 7 comprises 
forming a pallet with an upper deck plate, bottom runners and 
spacer elements, located between the deck plate and the bottom 
runners. The bottom runners are made of top and bottom U- 
shaped pallet runners. They are joined together with their 
respective legs and facing towards each other. The legs of the 
upper pallets also extend over and are affixed to the of the 
lower pallet runners. The upper pallet runners include 
apertures for coaction with the spacer elements, which are 
affixed to the lower runners with an adhesive. 



GB2271336 and DE3432072 show pallets, comprising supporting 
foot constructions. The process according to GB454173 involves 
forming a corrugated board deck and tubular supports. 
None of the cited documents shows the invented pallet or the 
method of manufacturing it. The invention therefore is novel 
and is not considered to be obvious in view of what is known. 
The invention, according to claims 1 - 7, involves an 
inventive step. The invention is also considered to be 
industrially applicable . 
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
